ſhall only Add for a Concluſion, that they are every jot as 
Neceſſary as Puniſkments; and ought to be various, according 
to the Several Needs, Tempers, and Owalities of the Perſons 
upon whom they are to be Conferr'd. Aony is a Reward for 
One ; Honour for Another: and either of theſe Miſplac'd, . 
would appear rather a Mockery, than a Benefit.
